Counsel moved an affidavit of the applicant, 
who stated that the certificate for a spirit 
wetailer’s licence was granted ia respect of 
ce: known as “ The Distillery,” at 

fellington quay, Drogheda. The Revenne 
Commissieners had withdrawn the grant of 
the licence on the ground that the premises 
were not licensed, save as stated later, at the 
date of the hearing of the application, or at 
any time since lst January, 1902, and were 
not a hotel or railway refreshment room, 
or attached to,‘ or adjoining, premises 
licehsed for the sale of intoxicating liquors 
at the date of the Licensing (Ireland) Act, 
1902. 

The only licence held in respect of the 
premises since the passing of the 1902 Act 
was a spirit dealer’s and wine dealer's 
: Wholesale licence, issued to Cairnes, Ltd., 
(tvading as..Preston Brothers, and Co.,). by 
the Collector of Customs and Excise at 
Dublin on 21st July, 1934, entitling them to 
sell spirits in any quantity of not less than 
two gallons, or one dozen reputed quart 
bottles, for consumption off the premises.

Mr. A. M. O'Connell, President. in welcom- 
ing the delegates, congratulated the Associa-" 
tion on its record membership—the highest in 
the history of the Association.

Referring to Civil Service arbitration, 
he said that the Minister for Finance, acting 
on the interim report of the Brennan Com- 
mission, had now submitted to the Civil Ser- 
vice associations the heads of a draft scheme 
for arbitration. 

IT am expressing the unanimous opinion of 
this Association, det¢lared Mr. O’Connell, 
when I say that we see no merit whatsoever 
in the draft scheme; it is not arbitwation in 
the normal seuse of the term. It gives the 
Minister for Finance perfect freedom to rejeci 
anything favourable to the civil servant. In% 
the first place, he controls the appointment 
of the chairman to the proposed Arbitration 
Board; then he exércises a veto as to what 
may be submitted to the Board, as well as 
the terms in which it may be submitted; and, 
finally, the recommendation of the Board may | 
be summarily »rejected or eventually ignored 
by him.

The Times, in the course of a leading 
article to-day on the Congress of Inter- 
national Chambers of Commerce in Paris. 
says:—In the world as it is to-day the 
primary duty of every Government is to 
help its own people to recover from the 
depression, and to co-operate with other 
Governments for the general benefit in 
any practicable measures which do not 
involve too great a national sacrifice. The 
whole economic’ system is out of equili- 
brium as the result, partly of maladjust- 


after the war, and partly of the increased 
facilities which science has provided for 
every kind of production, and of the 


methods of business and finance. Great 
organisations are taking the place of indi- 
duals and small -businesses engaged in 
active competition. with one another. 
Modern methods of finance, mass produc- 
tion, amalgamations; international com- 
bines and cartels are all helping to create 
new conditions to which the world is only 
adjusting itself slowly and with difficulty. 
During the period of unsettlement there 
is little to be done but to grope tentatively 
towards a new, equilibrium. In these 
circumstances it can only be helpful when 
the leaders of business gather together 
from all parts of the world to talk things 
over with one another. It was, perhaps, 
unfortunate that so many of the con- 
tinental spokesmen thought the occasion 
appropriate to urge Great Britain to tie 
her currency with gold again. Confound- 
ing cause with effect, some of them seemed 
to argue that the economic collapse had 
been caused by the fact that this country 
had been driven off gold by the fall in 
prices and the hindrances put in the way 
of international trade. Happily, this 
currency problem was put in its true 
light by the British delegates, who made 
it plain that there can be no question of 
linking sterling with gold again until -an 
end is made of the conditions which 
snapped that link in 1931.

2ord June, at Kinnegad, Bernard Sheri- 
dan, Griffinstown, near Kinnegad, farmer 
and cattle dealer, aged 36. 

Chief Decerintendent Hannigan and 
Superintendent Glynn were present for the 
Civic Gaards and Mr. J. E. Wallace for 
the Attorney-General. 

At the outset Mr. Wallace stated that 
the case could not be completed that day. 

The Justice having asked the accused 
man if he desired to engage a solicitor, 
Lynch replied in the negative. 

Depositions were then taken, during 
which the accused man sat with bowed 
head. . He asked no questions. | 

Dr. A. J. Moran, Killucan, said that 
on examination of the deceased man--in 
Kinnegad he found four bullet wounds in 
the body. He identified one bullet (pro- 
duced) as one which was taken from the 
body at the post-mortem examination. The 
witness saw perforations in the elcthes

the wounds in the. body. Death was due 
to shock and hemorrhage caused by bullet

A WEEK BEFORE 


John Leavy, Griffinstown, deposed that 
he lived a quarter of a mile from 
Sheridan, on the same road.
